While the sen ate 
has been debatin g 
ou r part in preserv in g peace in the post­ 
war world, a small grou p of its members 
hav e been con cern in g themselv es <« ith a 
more 
immediate an d equ ally 
importan t 
problem. That is the problem 
of gettin g 
food to million s of 
u n derfed civ ilian s in 
occu pied Eu rope, who otherwise may n ot 
liv e to see the day of liberation 
from 


Nazi bon dage. 
This action has been taken belatedly . 


Bu t 
the grou p partly 
made u p for 
the 
tardin ess when they called u pon 
former 
Presiden t Herbert Hoov er to 
appear be­ 
fore 
a foreign relation s 
su bcommittee. 
Mr. Hoov er, who 
was food 
admin istra­ 
tor an d director of Belgian relief in 
the 
last war, has been attemptin g to organ ize 
food 
relief for occu pied cou n tries 
sin ce 
well before 
ou r en try in to the 
war. His 
efforts hav e been disregarded an d his ad­ 
v ice has been too lon g u n sou ght. Bu t his 
statemen t 
to the 
su bcommittee 
shows 
that it is n ot too late to do this job, ev en 
thou gh mu ch time an d man y liv es already 
are gon e. 
These are the main poin ts of Mr. 
Hoov er’s argu men t: We hav e a moral ob­ 
ligation to try to sav e these million s of 
Eu ropean s. An d ev en if German y shou ld 
v iolate 
its 
agreemen t, which wou ld 
be 
n ecessary for a food relief program, ou r 
obligation wou ld still be discharged. Su ch 
a program, wou ld 
also 
in crease 
Eu ro­ 
pean s’ good 
will toward u s, an d create a 
reception for ou r occu py in g troops which 
otherwise we cou ld n ot hope for. 
The relief program in Greece, in iated 
by Tu rkey an d carried 
on 
by the Sw i 
ss. 
Swedish an d In tern ation al Red Cross, has 
been 
a su ccess. Less than 
on e-six teen th 
of on e per cen t of food sen t to Greece has 
been Jost to the en emy . 
The sen din g of food to war prison ers 
has not been in terfered with. (Mr. Hoov er 
pointed ou t the cy n ical fact that food can 
be sent to a Fren ch father if he is a w a r 
prisoner, bu t n ot to his hu n gry children .) 
The basic n eeds of occu pied cou n tries 
would be 15 0,000 to 200,000 ton s of food 
a mon th. Ev en if the German s seized this 
whole 
su pply it wou ld n ot ben efit 
them 
greatly , sin ce the 
n ation eats abou t 15 0,- 
000 ton s of food in 24 hou rs. 
Most, if n ot all, of this food cou ld be 
pu rchased in 
Sou th America. An d mu ch 
of it cou ld be paid 
for from fu n ds of oc­ 
cu pied 
cou n tries seized an d 
held by the 
Un ited States. 
Sweden has at 
least 3 5 0,000 ton s of
